of a garden. 


Accnnlinn to llio jircscul constitution of soci- 


ety, v here so many occii|uit.Iuus exist,, (here is a 
sortot' mutual ilp|KMiil«iii'<>, one npi.ii atmilior. 
In fact,no particular one ran fully succeed with- 
out th<j assistance of another, and it is a serious 
mistake which lias been considerably indulged 
in, tlmt tlie fanner's occupation in in point of 
fact, In-nratli many others, and therefore ini- 
wortliy of even respect or consideration. 


W hat the foundation is to a building, agricul- 


ture is to all otlicr business. In the first place, 
al(l«iu!;li then: arc places iu which the natural 
productions of the earth would suffice to sustain 
tlie life of man, with tlio assistance of lisbiu" 
»nd hunting, it would reduce him to an unna- 
tural condition—toone repulsive to his high 
civilisation. 7lis nature would soon revolt at 
the idea of subsisting upon those, products whieli, 
in their natural condition, are unpalatable, aud 
yet so much improved by cultivation, but iu 
order lo do this agriculture becomes a necessary 
occupation. 
. Again, k is certain that very mauy of the in- 
dustilca of our land depend upon the produc- 
ductioiu of the fanner. The wheat that keeps 
t!ic mill in operation, Hie wool that kerns the 
woolen factory and the cotton that keeps the 
cotton factory running, are fiirnUhed by the 
fanner; anil to, the necessities of I he farmer fur- 
nish employment in the manufacture of various 
iinn'euients aud machines ueccnsary iu his busi- 
ness Hence, agriculture becomes a necessary 
occupation. 


Again, where there are so many and diverse 


professions and occupations that employ soInnm 
H iminber of hands, who when so employed are 
unable to produce from the soil the necessaries 
of life, niiolher portion must be employed in 
tilling the soil, or else in a short time starva- 
tion and famine would prevail. 


But, according to tin' generally received defi- 


nition, the tilling of the soil in all its forms, such 
as the production of crops, the raisins and im- 
provins; slock for dairy or oilier purposes, &c., 
is denominated agriculture; therefore, again it 
must be said thai agriculture becomes a neces- 
sary occupation, and a5 such should be properly 
respened and receive a due share of attention in 
the publications of the day, for, according to 
present indications, but few years will elapse 
ere the power of the agriculturist will ho felt 
from one end of the land In the other, and lull 
receive the full share of respect to which he is 
entitled, hut which, In yeare gone by has been 
withheld.

divided into live grand divisions or kingdoms :

Tho three lirst are the 


most extensive; tlie maize has the greatest 
range of temperature; but rice may be said to 
support Lin- greatest number of the human 
race. 


Tho uses uf this most important, tribe of 


plants for fodder, for (bod, and for clothing, re- 
quire little illustration. The abundance of 
wholesome/t:c«/r< contained in all their seeds, 
renders them peculiarly well adapted for the 
sustenance ofnmn; and, if the corn tribe only, 
such as wheat, barley, oats, Indian corn, rye, 
rice ajul Guinua corn arc the kinds commonly 
employed, it is Itocausu of tlie largo si;;o of their 
seeds com pared with those of the other grasses : 
for none arc unwholesome in their natural 
state, with (he single exception of Colnnti 
tciu:itli'ntnu>, a common wood in many parts of 
England, th" effects of which are undoubtedly 
deleterious, alt hough perhaps mucli exaggerated. 
In this i-espoct, an approach seems to be natu- 
rally made to tlie properties of half putrid 
wheat, which are known to be dangerous. The 
grain of ft n trine coracttna is cultivated as corn, 
utidfir the name of wtfcftcuns, on the Coro- 
mamlel coast. Independently of 'J.jir native 
foniln, the Brasses contain a Lirgi, proportion of 
two other principles which deserve special men- 
tion, vi/.: tiur/itr and ttilcx. The abundance of 
tho former in Llie sugar-cane is the cause of its 
extensive cultivation; but a large quantity ex- 
ists in many other grasses, somo of which, as 
hotels #«cc/firrwfaw- 
1, have actuaMy boon grown 


in Italy a* substitutes for (lie suiiar-canc. 
Its 


presence iu tin: nascent embryo of barley is the 
cause of that grain being employed under the 
name of malt, in the preparation, of beer and of 
ardeiif. spirits. One species of the genus hoi- 
c««, viz: lioleus la-iatus (aofl-grafw), 
is found 


growing witti in JTorlh America. The stalk of 
the Indian corn also contains, at a certain stage 
of its growth, a considerable amount of sugar. 
Dr. Chisholm says, that the juice of the sugar- 
cane is one of tho best antidotes to arsenious 
acid. Thai the cuticle of tho grasses contains 
a large proportion of sitex is proved by its hard- 
ness and by the large masses of vitrified matter 
being found wherever a hay-stack or heap of 
corn lias been accidentally consumed by fire. 
In the joints of some grasses a perfect silicious 
deposit id sometimes found, particularly in a 
kind of jungle grass mentioned in a letter from 
Dr. Moore to Dr. Kennedy of Edinburgh. Il 
is also said tlmt wheat straw may be mulled 
into a colorless glass, with the blow-pipe, with- 
out any addition, liarley straw incits into a 
glass of a topazyollow color.

vdofutum and livlcux odoratn* depends, ac- 
cording to Vogel, upon the presence of benzole 
acid. One species of the authoxautlnim is 
commonly called swcet-vmutl yruis. Sulphur 
exists in combination with dillerent bases in 
whe.it, rye. barley, oats, Indian corn, millet and 
rice. The arunda armaria is an invaluable 
.species for keeping together the blowing sands 
of the seacittist by means of its creeping suckers 
and rough entangled roots. It is employed in 
the Hebrides for mauy economical purposes, 
being made into n>!>es fo"-various uses, mats for 
pack-saddles, bags, nab, &a. This is a species 
of seed pri furring a sandy sril. Some of the 
reeds of Brazil called tuqunro'sia, grow from 30 
to '40 feet' high, with a diameter of six inches. 
They form thorny impenetrable thickets and 
are exceedingly grateful to hunters; for, on 
cutting oil' such a reed below the joint, the 
stem of the younger shoots is found to be full 
of a. cool, |ile;isant liquid, which immediately 
quenches the most burning thirst. The roasted 
leaves of (indropocfoii nctivcnanlhus are used in 
India, in infusion, as an excellent stomachic. 
An essential oil, of a pleasant, taste, is extracted 
from the leaves in the Moluccas; and the Java- 
nese esteem the plant much as a mild aromatic 
anil stimulant. This is the grass oil of Xemaur, 
cidled in India mrrmiciira, and described in 
!Jrcwst<(^s Journal. Twelve species of the 
andropo'ji'it have been mentioned by Dr. Tor- 
rcy as belonging to STorth America, among 
which the best known are the broom grans, the 
biard f/ras.s, the bent r^ra-wi, and forlc-ttpike, 
The gluten of wheat yields tlie two chemical 
principles called t/liadinc and zimome, M. 
Dreandollc truly remarks, that the dangerous 
ell'cets of t he cryol of corn is no exception to 
tlie generally wholesome properties of the order 
of the grasses, for in this the whole grain is in 
a sUia of .iisease. The ergot of rye is made 
in certain cases very useful in the practice of 
medicine. It has been in late yeare employed 
for n delesUbly wicked pin-pose, and has many 
a time proved unexpectedly fatal to the ungodly 
persons swallowing too large a dose. Cattle 
having swallowed the ergot of ludian com, 
while feeding on the latter, have been known to 
shed their liair aud even their teeth.

EOW TO BUY MEAT, 


The following hints on buying meat for the* 


table will IMJ found woitli bearing in mind. 
They should be read over and over until the 
facls arc familiar. Then go to (.he butcher's 
and practice upon and verify what has been 
learned. 
\Vhcn once fairly fixed fu the mind, 


liy puutical examination, they will never he 
erased: 


JJerf.—In buying beef, the finest grained is 


the bust; the llesh should be light red, mid the 
i'.U. u light cream color, but not yelluxv—it should 
also be banl and firm. 
Ox beef is the best, and 


Uie animal should be about five or six years old. 
Heifer anil eow beef may generally be known 
by its being a little paler Uiau thai of the ox. 
The meat of.ui old animal is dark red, and the 
fat skinny and tough, if the meat rises quickly 
when indented with the finger it is good ; otluv- 
tt'ise. not. 


Mutton—The lean of good mutton is some- 


what darker than thalTof beef, and the fat 
wliiler. Old mutton is darker than young, and 
when fat and juicy is better—say up to four or 
six years of age. 


Jj'tinb should be pale red and fat. 
Vcnl should be of a light color, with plenty 


of fat, especially about the kidneys. The llesh 
should bu dryer than beef, and finer. If coarse- 
grained, moist or clammy, reject it. 
Veal 


should not be over ten or twelve weeks old. It 
is less healthy (.ban eilher beef or nnitlon. 


Park, if ever 'iruuglit to the table, should 


come fvom an liOuCst butcher, and should be ex- 
atui ued by the buyer with close scrutiny. It 
is never a healthful meat. The skin of pork 
should be thin and smooth and white, and the 
llesh. both lean and fat. should br firm. The 
I'jan should be a light red. Jixamine it close fur 
kernels or hard liiiuclics; If any such thing is 
found have nothing to do with it. There is 
more diseased pork sold than that of all other 
meat together, and it is bad at the bust. 


Meatofany kind—flesh, fowl or fish, after be- 


ing brought to the house, should be wified clciin 
and diy with a dry cloth, and carefully exam- 
ined fur lly-blows, if in the season of tiles jfa 
loin piece lie purdiased, take out the long, 
while, marrow-like string which i'usually ex- 
posed by the side of the bone. It will become 
tainted in less than half the time nxjiiirud for 
other portions of the meal, and if allowed to re- 
main, will aliect the entire joint. 


Podilrif.—A very correct judgment can be 


formed of the age of a fowl by the stale of its 
le^s. if the scales aie rough il. indicates age. 
If the under bill is so still' that you cannot bund 
it down, or if the comb is roiigli, or the spurs 
bird, you certainly have hold of an old fowl. 
The logs of a young hen me smooth, glossy and 
frosh-ctjhired, whatever the shade may be,' the 
claws are also tender and short, the under bill 
sufr, and comb thin and smooth. 


A old hen turkey has 1-ough scales on her legs, 


callosities on the bottoms of her feet, anil lougj 
strong claws. A young one ha-, the reverse of 
all I his. 
In all limits of poultry l.he breast 


should be broad and plump the fuel pliable, and 
the loos easily broken wlien^bent back. Young 
and tender ixmltry may also be judged by press- 
ing the lower end of the pressure, it is not old. 


A lender goose or duck may be determined 


by raising the wing; if the skin tears easily the 
fo'.vl is tender. If you can easily insert the 
bead of a pin into the ilesh of a goose or duck, 
it is lender and young. The strength of the 
joints of ihe legs and the coai'sncss of the skin 
generally is a good guide in buying a goose or 
duck. Such a test is more or less applicable to 
all other fowls. 


Fish—In purchasing fish, care should always 


be taken to have them perfectly fresh. To 
know whether it is or not, aside from the 
smell, observe tlie eyes—if they haw a bright, 
life-like appearance, the fish is fresh ; but if 
they are sunken und dark colored, or have 
lost their brilliancy, the fish is too old for a 
good fry or bake. If the dealer is honest the 
buyer may judge by the redness of the. gills : 
but some fish-mongers, knowing this, will^color 
them lo deceive their customers. 
But they 


caii't paint the eyes—Ionic at them. 


Our readers, after carefully studying the above 


directions, need nevei be deceived iii the char- 
acter of the meat which they btiv.

trade in camel's hair or India shawls has as- 
sumed such proportions that it is beginning to 
be tegaided as one of the most impoitant 
branches uf the dry goods business. 
There 


are not more than four importer of those 
shawls in New York, and Ihu entire tirade'of 
the country in these articles is in their hands, 
the cost of the goods putting it beyond the 
power of country dealers to carry an assorted 
stock. The prices of shawls range from $400 
to S:!,000, and, therefore, to keep large assort- 
ments, and to hold stocks of varied patterns 
and dilferont make, requires the investment of 
hug"' SIIIIH, which only the mammoth houses 
of this city can allbrd to make. Tho force of 
this statement will be admitted when it is 
known that the present stock of one Uroadway 
establishment is estimated at 5500,000. India 
shawls are named Dacca, Delhi, Bombay, Cal- 
cutta, Umrit/er, etc., after the districts in 
which they oi« made. 


The labor, however, is what chiefly determ- 


ines the value oi'a shawl, even when the *cxt- 
tui! is not the iincst. The r tail trade begins 
with the coming of autumn and lasts until late 
in the winter. It would be interesting to 
know how much money is expended in one 
season in. the purchase of these goods ; but as 
the dealers are always unwilling to make a 
statement of their business it is impossible to 
arrive at the fact with any degree of accuracy. 
Some idea of the magnitude of the trade may 
be formed, however, from the statement, of the 
manager of the shawl department of a firm do- 
ing a large business in that class of merchan- 
dise in this city, who infoimed a reporter of the 
Tribune that twenty was the average daily sale 
of India shawls in his department.
